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In the pnper read by Mr. Hosie before 
@ special meeting of the Manchester 
of Commerce, on the 12th May, he 
describes the immense advantages to 
foreign trade which would follow the 
establishment of steam navigation on 
the Upper Yangteze. The clause in the 
Chefoo Convention, which bas just been 
ratified in London, provides that British 
merchants shall not be allowed to reside 
at Ch‘ang K‘ing, or to open establish. 
ments or warehouses there so long as no 
steamers have access to the port. We 








have often urged the great advantages 





to commerce which would ensue on the 
establishment of regular steamer com- 
munication with Ch‘ang-k‘ing, and 
Consular and Customs Reports have 
pointed ont the extension of trade which 
it would bring abont, Probably the 
troubles with France have delayed 
this as we have always understood 
that an agreement between the existing 
River steamship lines provides that 
the Chinn Merchanta Company should 
be allowed to take the initiative in the 
trade beyond Hankow. As a matter of 
fact they have Lad one, and occasionally 
two, steamers ranning between Hankow 
and Ichang, with satisfactory results to 
themselves ; and we hope the sime is not 
distant when steamers will regularly ply 
to Cl’ang-k’ing, the heart of Szecluen, 
We believe that it is to be regretted, 
for the suke of our trade, that an 
agreoment as to freight and running 
exists among the sleam lines on the 
Yangtze, It does linrm in many 
ways, and it is extremoly doubtful if 
the benefit which the’ shareholders 
derive from barring out competition ia 
not more than balanced by expansion 
of trade being prevented. Except in 
and ab those far apart 
times when up-river denlers Lave been 
extraordinarily heavy buyers of goods 
here, the steamers on (he Yangtezo aro 
seldom full of freight; it would th 
fore be an advantage to obtain new 
traffic. This is as clear as that the 
opening up of a uew mineral 
trict at home advantages all the rail. 
way companies that cau place theme 
selves in connection with it. And Mr, 
Hosie’s Report makes it quite evident 
that sach an expansion of trade both 
waye would at once eusue on steamers 
ranuing to Ch‘ang-king—that Szechuen 
would be to the steamers on the Yang- 
teze as a new field of coal or iron-ore 
is to railways in England, 

‘This is what Mr. Hosie says would 
follow on the opening of Chtangking : 
“Our manufactures could then be laid 
down in Ch‘ang-k‘ing on payment of 
the tariff duty, aud from that point the 
buyers from the chief cities of the pro- 
vince, as wellas from Kuei-chou and 
Yunnan, would be able to carry their 
purchases uuder transit pnss to their 
ultimate destination on payment of the 
transit daty only. No othor tax or 
duty, lekin ar octroi, would add to the 
price which the cousumer hae to pay, 
and I have no hesitation in saying that 
ander such an improved system Sze- 
ehuen would soon take a very high 
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place in the markets of the world as a 
consumer of British manufactures, The 
improvement of communication would 
onuse an enormous development of the 
products aud industries of the province. 
T need only mention silk as an exampl 
‘There is really no limit to the possible 
development of this valuable product. 
Jn almost every homostend in the cen- 
tro aud enst of the province silk-oulture 
is onrried on by the women and children 
of the family, und the development of 
this and other exports which would 
avise from the safer, speedier and cheap. 
er means of communication between the 
upper and lower Yangieze would greatly 
raise the buying capacity of the peaceful, 
industrious, and well-to-dv Sze-chuen. 
ese. I may state here that in Western 
Chine coal is abandant, and is fond 
close to the river.” 

Mr. Hosie gives figures to show the 
development of trade wilh Szechu 
with the imperfect communications 
which haveexisted. In 1888 Hankow 
and Ichang sont to Szechuen goods to 
the value of £850,000, in 1884 of 
£600,000; and the Commissioner of 
Castome in Iohang, writing of the trade 
for 1885, snys that aluost all import. 
ant descriptions of piece goods mnteri- 
ally inorensed in the year, the importa. 
tions of cottons of all kinds being more 
than double those of 1884 and 38 per 
cont, more than in 1888, a year when 
fs good trade was dove. ‘The Hankow 
Commissioner’s tables show that the 
gunatity of grey shirtings sent to 

htangkting in 1885 were 292,129 
against 192,051 in 1884 and 320,670 
in 1888; and other guuds generally 
compare favourably. Mr, Hosie is of 
opinion thatso far as Sze-cluen, Kwei- 
chou and Northern Yiunan are con- 
cerned there is no possible rival in 
their trade to the Yangtezo route. Ho 
differa from Mr, Colquhoun, who de- 
scribed the northern part of Yiiunav, 
through which the Yangtezo route must 
pnsa, ne barren. It is, he snye, exceed- 

. ingly rich in copper, and contai 
of the most fertile plains in 
‘The difficulties of trausit are very great, 
the ronds being scarce aud bad, where 
they do exist; but the opening of a 

er route would remedy this, He gues 
ou: “T have alrendy snid that the cotton 
pliut doos not flourish in Sze-chuen, 

and that raw cotton nud 1 

are largely imported by the province, 

Whotice are they imported ? From the 

central provinces of China, through 

Which the Yangteze flows, ‘The only 
route td Kuei-chov, Sze.chaen, and 

Northern Yuunan is the Yangteze, on 
whose upper water a large trade in 
foreign goods is even now conducted, a 
trade whieh is capable of enormous de- 
velopment when tho present burden- 

some taxation is reduced. The open- 

ing of Ch‘angkting by the ascent of a 

steamer—an event anxiously looked for 
by tho native merchants of Sze-chuen 

—will, a3 I have pointed out, reduce 

that taxation, aud will euable millions 
who at present look upon foreign goods 
as articles of luxury to become them- 
































































selves consumers; and I trust the day 
is not far distant when the British fing 
will float over the manufactures of this 
great city of Manchester in Western 
China.” 

We are loth to think that the estab- 
lishment of steambor.t communication 
with Ch‘angk‘ing had been delayed 
in the interest of the Chinese mer- 
chauts of Shaughai aud Haukow who 
have agencies at that city. Prac- 
tically the import and distribution of 
foreign goods ia in their hands, and, as 
this ig @ valuable monopoly it may be 
taken for granted that they do not 
care about tho present state of uffairs 
being disturbed, und in this they 
would find sympathy among the officials 
aud the jank owners, ‘The furtherance 
which these classes give to foreign 
trade is summed up in these two 
sentences from Mr. Hosie, “The sum 
of seventy shillings is © low estimate 
for a tou of up cargo botween Ichang 
and Changk‘iug, aud I notice in the 
most recent trade report from the 
former place thut from ten to twelve 
shillings were elarged as freight ov 
a bale of piece goods weighing about 
& hundredweight and a half, It will 
hardly be matter of surprise to you, 
therefore, that trade in Manchester 
goods is heavily haudicapped in tho 
comparatively wealthy province of Sze- 
ehuen when you bear iu mind that 
these gouds before they reach the baud 
of the cousumer bave paid au import 
daty, a transit daty, a heavy freight, 
lekin taxes, and in many instances 
other local exactions.” We hope the 
present condition of affairs will soon 
end, It injares commerce; aud, cou- 
sidering that iv the nine yer jinoe the 
right to open Ch‘angkin, 
within ouc reach, the British Minister 
at Peking las urged the step on our 
steamboat owners, that Cousuls and 
Comumissior have time and again 
pointed out its advantages, it is not 
creditable to our enterprize that so 
little has been doue to accomplish it, 
Wo vonture to say that the Shangh 
Steam Navigation Cowpany would have 
tan steamors to Chtung-k'ing long ago ; 
aud it is a misfortane for foreign trade 
that go much of the steamer traffic, 
especially on the is uow in th 
hands of companies in England, whit 
the balance is carried by a native com. 
pany which sees everything through 
official glasses, aud hae, besides, been 
hampered by misfortuues. We all wieh 
to seo Chinn opened op and railways |® 
introduced, aud yet none of our mer. 
chants or shipping companies have ever 
made use of the valuable privilege of 
establishing steam traffic with Sz 
chuen, which would stimulate the i 
telligence of the people in the most 
fertile aud populous province and great 
ly increase foreign trade.

PROSPECTS OF THE COREAN TRADE. 
In our general review of the Reports 
and Returns of the foreign trade of 
Corea for 1885, we noticed tbe officiul 
is given by Mr. Morrill for the 
soantiness of the export trade, which 
natarally reacts on the import trade, 
A graver reason is the oppr ture 
| of the government of the country. ‘The 
exactions of the mandarius are 80 con= 
stant, and oarried out with such vigil 
ange, that no Coroan is tempted to 
produce more than he requires for the 
immediate wants of himself and bis 
family, and consequently there ia little 
surplus prodaction in the country, to 
form the subject of an export trade, 
It used to be stated and believed in 
China, that as coon as a Chinaman had 
accumulated the foundation of a fore. 
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tuue, the local mandarins would find 
or make an opportanity to relieve him 
of what they considered his unnecessary 
wealth: we know more now of the 
government, avd are not so ready to 
credit 60 damaging an acousation ; but 
what we have heard from Corea leads 
us to believe that this system renily 
exists in that apparently poverty> 
stricken land, How slowly the foreign 
trade of Corea progresses is shown by 
the following table of the total dues 
aud duties collected in the Inst two 
years at the three open ports :—

points out that ouly the best Cotton 
Goods aro saleable at Chemulpo, the 
native cloth being so good; foreign 
cloth is only recommended by its com- 
parative cheapness, “the ratio which 
the price of good native cloth equal 
in quantity to a pieco of 104-Ibs. shirt 
ings bears to the price vf the latter 
being «9 20 to 13.” Superior cotton 
is grown in Coren, and finds ite way 
to the markets of China and Japan, 
but it does not pass through the 
Custom-house; aud Mr, Stripling ad- 
vooates the opening of new ports, one 
at Pingyaug to the north of Che. 
nialpo, and one at Mokpo (where Ger- 
man steamers have oocasionally beon 
allowed to call) to the south, He 
alao advocates reforms in the Customs 
regulations and improvements in the 
harbour. He also points out that there 
are uo engineering difficulties in the 
sway of laying a rail or tram way from 
Chemulpo to Mnpo (the river port of 
Seoul), the cost of trausport interfering 
gravely with the penetration of foreign 
goods into the iuterior of Corea, such 
transport being now carried on by means 
of pack-auimals, The export trade of 
Fusan was almost killed, according to 
Mr, Lovatt, by official monopolies and 
exactions. ‘The trado in gold-dust was 
stopped in o similar way; and the 
fisheries, which might be vory profitable, 
are checked by the unseaworthiness of 
the crazy boats of the fishermen, aud 
their ignorauee of ihe proper way of 
curing fish, Au culighteued admiuistra. 
tieu, the abolition of monopolies, aud 
the granting of freedom to work the 
undoubted mineral resouroes of Cores, 












would soon, according to Mr, Lovatt, 
enormously stimulate the commerce of 
the country. The improvement in the 
import trade of Yuensun was due to 
two onnses, according to Mr. Wright; 
the failare of the rice crop, which 
necessitated the importation of cereals, 
and the more plentiful supply of gold. 
On the other hand, the export trade 
fell off from there being uo rice to send 
abroad. What is chiefly required to 
stimulate the commerce of Yuensau 
isa removal of the restrictions 
on the export of ginseng. In the 
neighbourhood of Yueusan, says Mr. 
Wright, there are thousands of able- 
bodied agrioulturists, who are only 
occupied daring oue-cighth of their 
time,—from which statement we gathor 
that the enstern slope of Corea must 
be like Douglas Jerrold’s celebrated 
description of Australia ns a land where 
“if you tickle the ground with a hoe, 
it laughs with a harvest,”—who might 
be profitably employed in the cultivas 
tion of ginseng. ‘he value of the 
erop is well-known, aud if it were 
allowed to be freely exported, it would 
not only contribute a notable sum to 
tho revenue, but would provide funds 
for large purchases of imports. ‘The 
amenities of the neighbourhood of Yuen- 
san are marred by linbility to terrific 
gales of wind and rain, three of which 
are desoribed by Mr. Wright. ‘They 
caused the ruin of a great portion of 
the crops of cereals, 

Oue special disadvantage under which 
the trade of Corea labours, according 
to Mr. Stripling, is the uncertainty of 
the currency, The common medium 
of exchange iu the country is coppor 
cash, aud the fluctuations, in their value 
aro enormous, running up to as muok 
as 334 per cent, ina few da; The 
importing mercbants apparently waui- 
pulate these fluctuations aud it is easy 
to realise how detrimental they are to 
the operations of buyer. Farther, 
trado is impeded by the large number 
of spurious Mexican dollars in ciroula- 
tion at the ports. The ovin is so 
rudely struck that it is easily counter 
feited, a fraud that is not so readily 
perpetrated with the better designed 
and more carefully executed Japaueso 
yon, ‘This deawbaok to trade may be 
expected to pass away when the coutem- 
plated mint comes into operation, but it 
will probably tuke years to make any 
great improvement in the internal 
ourrency of copper cash,

THE TOUR OF PRINCE CH‘UN. 
Foszicners in China have waited. with 
interest and anxiety to see what notice 
would be taken in the Peking Gazette 
of the recent appearance in the outside 
world of Priuce Cb‘an, the son of au 
Emperor and the father of au Emperor, 
but himself ouly a Prince, the humble 
subject of his sister-in-law. We do 
not expect in the official jourual the 
long-drawn aud florid descriptions of 
the travels of the Prince aud the at. 
teudant ceremonies, such as appoar in 
the home papers anent the opeuing by 
the Queen of the Colonial Show at 
Kensington. But when a member of 
the Imperial family, who bas never 
spoken to a foreigner in his life before, 
nor even seen one, exceptperhaps casual. 
ly from his chair as be passed him in 
tho street, comes out of the snored city 
aud visits © couple of trenty-ports, 
receives foreign officials aud addresses 
them affably and appropriately, aud 
actually tempts the sens in a merchant 
steamer, it is an incident which might 
be marked eveu in the official journal by 
a dopartare from the ordinary modera- 
tion of language and curtuess of style, 
There have beov, however, those who 
thought that the whole expedition was 
such an extraordiuary infringement of 
the Poking custom of seclusion aud 
reserve that the Gazetle would prob. 
ably pass it over as much ae possible, 
lost the provincial powors should be 
offeuded by what they might con- 
sider an unwarranted condescension on 
the part of the Imperial family. ‘The 
loyalty and devotion of Ligh officials in 
the interior might be soandalised by 
finding that the Emperor’s father had 
been mixing almost familiarly with 
Consuls and Admirals aud Engineers, 
and they might fear that it was, as we 
all hope it will be, the begiuning of the 
end of Peking palace impenetrability, 
‘The momentous number of the Gazette 
has appeared, aud wo find in it sufficient 
and reasonable reference to Priuoe 
Ch‘au’s expedition, and adequate ao- 
kuowledgment of the services that some 
of theie foreign employés have been 
rendering to the Chinese. The deoroe 
in the Gazette of Jane 2ud is direct 
from the Empress Dowager. She 
mentions that Prince Ci‘un bas returned 
from his inspection of “our naval and 
military forces stationed in or uear the 
Northern sea,” aud has asked (as usual) 
for rewards aud decorations for the 
superior and subalteru officers of the 
forces he has iuspected. ‘I'he Empress 
goos on to say that she had ordered that 
the organisation of the Cbinese navy 
should commence with the Northern 
squadron; and that Prince Chan hay. 
iug, in company with the Tartar General 
Shan Ch‘ing aud the Viceroy Li, goue 
down to ientsin and inspected Port 
Arthur and other places, and held a 
review of the “fleets of the Northern 
aud the Southern seas,” and the uaval 
and military battalions, bad found that 
they all kiew their drill thoroughly, 
aud executed their mavoouvres with 


regularity. Acoordiugly a long list of 
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names is given to whom the appropriate 
will assign the substantial re- 
coguition their services merit, in ad 
tion to the gifts aud pecuniary rewards 
bestowed by the Prince at the time, 
We hope that these gifts and pecu- 
uiary rewards actually reached the 
hands of those for whom they were 
destined, not quite so much curtailed 
aa tho preseut whose fate we mentioned 
some days ago; but we are ubliged to 
doubt it, ‘Then comes a geuerous ro- 
cognition of the foreigners to whom the 
success of the spectacles was so much 
due; the paragraph of the decree is 
unusually complimentary : “the foreign 
officers who have acted as uaval and 
military instructors, aud Lave been most 
successful iu their works, should it 
like manner receive duc rewards.” 
Accordingly, “douatious of different 
grades will be distributed among them, 
aud, as au additional mark of favour, 
the rank of Admiral is hereby grauted 
to William Lang, who bas especially 
exerted himself in instruoting and 
exercising the fleet.” A Button of 
the Third Class is conferred upou Vou 
Hauneken in recognition of the ad- 
mirable mauner in which the forts 
built under his superintendence have 
eeu constructed. ‘Ihe decree goes on 
to point ont that the const-defeuce 
moasures thus auspiciously commenced 
must uot be relaxed, aud that every 
effort must bo made to select good 
officers for both the uaval aud military 
services ; while, auother importaut poiut, 
Prince Ch‘an and Li are to coucert the 
best menus of raising the necessary 
fands required for exteuded fixed and 
floating defences, ‘This important 
decree is followed, as in duty bound, 
by another one, also from the Empress, 
by which the College of Iuscriptions is 
ordered to prepare three Lmperial 
tablets to be hung in the templo 
of the Chineso Noptuuo at Taku 
iu recognition of that deity’s gooduess 
iu securing for Prince Ch‘an a smooth 
aud rapid voyage to the ports inspected 
by him, Que idea in differeut forms 
runs through uations divided by time 
and race: the Romau coming safe back 
from the ees hung up his clothes in 
the temple of Neptune; the Marseilles 
sailor hangs up in the Churob of Notre 
Damo de Iu Gurde a little model of hie 
ship ; the Empress of China orders tab- 
lets to be. hung up with gratefal mot- 
toes on them in the temple of tho God 
of thesea, Are they all three heathens ?

THE SHANGHAI WATERWORKS’ CO. 

As a goneral rule we abstain from 
commenting on tho results of the 
working of local joint atock enterprizes, 
Bat the Shanghai Waterworks’ Com- 
pany is of a peculiar nature ; it is not 
only a commercial undertaking, but it 
jioped that it will prove an influen- 
menus of promoting sanitary re- 
forms among the Chineso and effecting 
muoh good in that direction, not only 
here but in native cities. Its success 
As a commercial company would greatly 
help forward the introduction of proper 
water supplies into Chinese communi. 
ties. It isto be feared that the hope 
of gain and not abstract love of cleau- 
liuess or practical philanthropy will be 
the obief, if uot the ouly inducement 
to influential natives to bring pur 
water within the reach of their country- 
men. ‘The disappointing results of the 
last year’s operations of the Shaugbni 
Waterworks will retard the adoption 
of similar menus of supplying good 
water in other places where it i 
muoh needed ; whereas, if the Company 
had been able tu show that the demand 
for its pure water had increased to 
such nu extent to have mnde 
the Company a great succese, and 
that consequently the sharcholders 
wero reaping a good return for their 
investments, the attention of officials 
aud capitalists wonld baye probably 
been directed towards the establishinent 
of similar enterprizes elsewhere. As 
matters are at present, this very desir- 
able result will be at least postponed, 
Again, even the partial failure of the 
hopes that were originally formed of 
this Company will act as a deterrent to 
the adoption by the Chiveso of many 
thinge which would be improvements 
on their own faulty ways. 

These are the chief considerations 
which induce us to offer some sugges- 
tions the adoption of which would 
help to improve tho fiuancial position 
of the company. A comparison of i 
accounts for 1884 and 1885 shows that 
the revenue for the last year fell off in 
ronud figures £2,000, or say ‘Taels 
8,000, and this inthe face of the fact that 
trade improved, more houses were in 
oceupation, and a better state of things 
generally existed during the latter half 
of the twelve mouth. At the same 


















































time what are really the working ex- 
penses remained the same, which was 
probably unavoidable, The prospeots of 
the Company for this and succeeding 
years are improved by the contract en 
tered into with the French Municipality, 
and also by the increase of the uative 
population in the Settlemente, How 
much the addition to our population 
which is going on will tell in fav- 
our of the Company cannot now 
be estimated, but some augmentation 
vf revenue will undoubtedly follow 
feom it, We may safely say, how- 
ever, that uo such increase will 
renlize the early hopes of the pro- 
motors of the company, for some yoats 
to come, What is therefore now abso- 
lately necessary, in order to improve 
the position of the shareholder 
trenchment. ‘Lhe expenses of direction 
and management are far too heavy, 
and those incurred in London might 
be greatly diminished without impairing 
the working of the compauy. ‘Ihere 
are no matters connected with the work. 
ing aud unuugement with which the 
Committee in Shanghai could not deal 
with fuller kuowledge than the Direotors 
in London possess, and more promptly. 
Iu the negotiations, for instance, oatried 
on Inst. yar with the Freuch Municipal 
Council, the local Committee were un~ 
uecessarily obliged to refer matters to 
the Loudon directors, aud delay couse. 
quently ensued. ‘ihe same will ocour 
whenever a similar occasion again arises. 
The work of the London Board being 
practically ended, there no longer existe 
any renson for it continuing, at all 
events in greater numbers thau tho 
minimum prescribed by the constitution 
of the Company, The expenses in 
London should bo reduced to a very 
small amount, aud thusanaddition would 
be obtained to the dividend. But apart. 
from auy saving which would result 
from tho transfer of mnungement to 
Shanghai, the benefit which would be 
dorived from the company being directed 
on the spot would be much greater than 
would be expressed by the reduction of 
expenditure which is now no longer 
necessary. Such, at lenst, is the generat 
feeling among the shareholders here ; 
and judging only from the number of 
shares allotted when the cnpital was 
inorensed in 1884, tho greater part of 
the stock is beld in China, 























THE CONVENTION WITH SPAIN. 
Tas Madrid Correspondent of ths Daily 
News recently furnished that paper with 
au accouut of the effect of Free Trade 
on the commerce of Spain. It is inter 
esting in itself, and its value is increased 
by the arrangement of a commercial 
Convention between Eugland and that 
country. ‘Tho negotiations towards 
this have been long protracted, and 
the demands of successive Spanish 
Cabinets frustrated the efforts of the 
English representatives, Daring late 
years other European countries have 
greatly benefited by tho unfair treat. 
ment accorded to English goods by 
(he Spauish tariff. Belgium importe, 
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chiefly paper, machinery, arms, and 
hardware, have trebled in ten years; 
German imports have risen from 
£650,000 to over three and a half 
millious in nine yoare, aud France las 
also largely increased her business with 
Spain in the same period, to some 
extent owing to having been obliged 
to buy annually enormous quantities of 
common red and white Peniusalar wines, 
since her own vintages have been 
reduced by the Phylloxera plague. In 
1882 tho Cortes reformed the tariff, by 
Acts which provided for the gradual re- 
duction of the import daties in the follow. 
ing way: All import daties existing in 
1882 were to be reduced to a fiscal 
maximum of 15 per cont. by three 
stages. One-third of the dutios that 
ranged over 20 por cont, ad valorem 
was to be struck off in 1882, one-third 
in 1887, and the last third in 1892. 
‘The Protectionists are said to be de- 
termined to fight against the secoud 
aud third of theso stages, as they did 
against the first, when the Catalan 
provinces and Barcelona assumed euch 
8 threatening attitude that a proclama- 
tion of a state of siege was made. The 
Spanish statesmen have however lately 
shown an intelligent desire to improve 
their commercial relations with other 
countries; the finances are in av 
unsound condition, and budgets have 
in lato yeara been balanced by ex- 
traordivary menus, The country is 
suffering ‘greatly from the destrac- 
tion of woods and forests in past cen- 
turies, and few parochial and State 
domains remain unalionated. ‘The Cor- 
reapoudout says: “What Free Trade 
oan and will undoubtedly do for Spain 
oan be imagined when we seo that with 
vory mitigated reduction of duties, with 
4 tariff yet containing several hundred 
articles whose introduction is till 
muloted with heavy duties, hor exterior 
trado bns increased from 21,000,0002. 
bofore the first instalment of Free 
Trade, to 50,000,002, the average 
annually in the Inst five years!” Spain 
has recently boen obliged to buy a large 
quantity of wheat, which hns increased 
the iraport trade, but while this wa 
going on tho tariff made it possible 
for hor merchants to send the eam 
wheat from Spain, after it had paid 
duty there, to her West Indian Colonies 
under the Spanish flag, where the Pro- 
teotionist tariffs excladed similar pro- 
ducts of Amorica, France has the 
largest trade with Spain, the aggregate 
of imports and exports in 1884 being 
about 440 millions, while those of 
England and her depondencies were 
about 340 millions of pesetos, or, say, 
£14,000,060. By the vew Convention 
a change is to be made in the duties 
Jovied in England on hor winos, which 
have hitherto operated as a differontial 
daty against them; Spain on ber part 
is to ptt Euglaud in the position of the 
mist favoured nation, granting ber 
_all the benefits of tho treaties of 
1882 with France and of 1888 with 
Germany. It appears also from a 
statement made in the House of Com- 


















































mous by the Under Secretary, that the 
same rights are to be extended to 
Britieh ships going to Spanish colonies 
as have been extended to ships of other 
nations, A similar commercial Con- 
vention will no doubt be made between 
Spe d the United States, whose 
trade ns Intely suffered similarly with 
that of Eugland. ‘T'wo years ago their 
transactions with Sp: aggregated 
108 millions of pesetos, or £4,300,000.

H.E. Viceroy ‘Ting, 
wasa native of P‘ing-yuan Chou, a poor 
Sub-profecture in the Ta-ting Fu’ Profec- 
ture of the Kuei-chou proviues. HE, Ti

croditable style, being made a member of 
the Han-lin college at an early age. On 
the outbreak of the civil war in Kwei- 
chou, some thirty years or more ago, 
HE. raised troops for the defence of 
Imperial cau 

vate me:

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troops, or traits bands, 
failing, H. E. was obliged to 
band his meu, and then went to Hu-nan, 
whero he was soon appointed Prefect of 
the important Profecture near the mouth

Prefectural city, and ‘Ting barely es- 
caped with hia life after having defended 
his Prefecture to the best of his ability, 
Ho was thereupon denonnced, and tie 
Central Government was strongly recom- 
mended to make an example of him, by 
condemning him to death.

Some 
years after the Yo-chou Fu affair, ‘Ting 
was appointed to’ the command of some 
troops in Shautung province acting against 
the Nien-fei rebels, and soon obtained the 
Ohio Jud, of that provines, wheuce 
he rose to be ‘'reasurer and finally Gov- 
ernor, which latter post he held many 
years. He was there in the fatal year 
1870, when the massacre of Romanists oc- 
curred at ‘Tientsin, A threatoned massacre 
of the Missionaries in Shantung shortly 
afterwards induced H.E. to take special 
ptecautious to avert the calamity. HE, 
in fact sent his eldest sou, now a Tao-t*ai 
in Shansi, with fifty soldier to live in 
the Cathedral with Bishop Cozi, and 
no one dared attempt to molest the Mis- 
sionaries thus effectually protected. ‘Ting’s 
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noble action ou this occasion, I believe, 
did a great deal to prevent the auti- 








Christian movement from spreading further, 
and thus no doubt averted the shedding of 
nocent blood.

Trade, wheuce th 
some two or throe millions of taels annually 
uioro than it did before. ‘Then the abouin- 
able practice of levying the corvée or forced 
labour, amongst the people for carrying 
tho chairs and effects of oficials, aud niany 
other duties, has been abolished.

THE GHETTO IN ROMB. 


The eminent German archeologist and 
hist 








after entering the City of the Popes, wished 
to endow their capital with modern come 
modities which would put the avcient tbs 
abroust of the other capitals of the civilized 
world, and awoep away, inside aud outside 
the walls, all the causos of molaria aud 
public infection; which the foreign vi 
to tho Eternal City always made their ch 
complaint, Allow me togive you a deecrip- 
tion of the Ghetto, the disappearance of 
so much lamented by 
not fail to 
rickeu legacy of Ai 
Tome, the Glthy houses of the poor a 
Lorael will be destroyed, and a wide, healthy 
imbaukment on the ‘Tiber built, lined 
with « handsome, commodious arcade, and 
omfortable buildings, provided with mo- 
dern improvemer 
Iu Rene, the part whore the Jows wero 
more or lees confined for so many cen 
was called the Ghetto. ‘he name 
from the Hebrew word Ghet, separa 
tion, implying « thing of contamination, 
divided from ail the triumphs of Old Rome, 
as well as from the luxuries of the Papal 
Court. ‘The Ghetto, with its dark, dity, nar+ 
row, mal-odorous streets and houses, stands 
before us liuked with the recollections of 
some of the darkest pages of Christianity. 
‘This place, however, was extremely dear 
to these long-suffering people, who, toler- 
ated at times, cruolly troated at others, 
always hated ‘and despised, had but ono 
tie to bind together their foclings—theie 
hatred towards their oppressors. It was 
in this place, under the ancient Portico 
of Octavia, that ‘Titus Vespatianus, in 
hia purple robe, aud crowned with Iaue 
rels, avlemuized with mighty pomp hig 
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conquest over the fallen sons of Isracl. 
They, loaded with heavy chains, carrying 
the golden candelabra aud other precious 
objects from the temple of Jerusalem, were 
forced to follow as slaves and prisouers the 
triumphal car of the Roman Emperur. 

At the fall of the Roman Empire, when 
Christianity commenced to rule over the 
ruin of the Imperial city, the fate of the 
Jews had not greatly changed. It is true, 
However, that by some early Popes they 
were authorized tu teach aud practise medi- 
cine, as their skill in that line of know- 
ledge was gonerally admitted. By other 
Popes they were allowed to trade, but, later 
on, when the rulers of the Roman Church 
began to feel ambition for temporal 
dominion, the Jews were the first to resent 
the burden of hard oppression. Very 
often the Popes forced wealthy Jew: 
supply them with money on opp: 
conditions, but still the Jews were not 
freo from persecution fur exacting heavy 
usury, and theie women were accused and 
punished for dealmg in philtres, and in 
the bluck arts, and otherwise cheating 
and taking advantage of their oppressor 

‘The most abject epoch for the Jews 
Rome was after Catholicism was repudiated 
by the Saxon races, Paul IV, the fiery 
and haughty Curofa, ascending the Papal 
throne in June 1535, by a special Bull 
relegated thy Jaws 10 thie auwhelesome 
corner of Rome, At night-fall all year 
long the gales of the Ghetto were slut ; any 
Jew found outside them had to undergo 
punishment ; law decteed that every Jew, 
man or boy, should wear a yellow cap 
whon in avy other part of Rome, and the 
women a yellow veil, in order to be better 
pointed out to scorn ; no Jew was allowed 
to buy laud or own a house even in the 
Ghetto, all the hot of which belonged 
to Roman families, and were let to the 
Jews on very hard conditions ; and until 
late yoats a’ property in the Ghetto was 
considered the best dowry a woman could 
bring to her husband, 

Ouo of the peculiar humiliations the 
Jews had to endure in Rome was during 
Une last week of Carnival, Every yeur the 
elders of the Ghetto were obliged to put on 
w rich, auciont Jewish costeme, aud in 
this garment run a race from the arch 
of Domitianus to the Corso, preceding 
donkeys, buffaloes, and horses, amidst 
the laughter and hissing of the crowd. 
In some Roman chronicles it is said 
that in 1667 the Jows, young and old, 
had to run naked, with a cloth round 
their loins, preceded by doukeys, and 
followed full speed by the barberi, while 
His Holiness the Pope and the Prelates 
enjoyed the fine sight from their baleoui 
quite a heartily as the populace on the 
street. For almost two huudred years 
this barbarous custom held govd, aud it was 
only finally abolished after many supplica- 
tions, aud the annual payment by the Jews 
of all the Carnival prizes and 300 scudi. 

No regular tax was levied on the Jew 
but heavy arbitrary coutributions were 
continually imposed upon them. no 
tribunal could they appeal. ‘They have had 
to pay a heavy feo if they do not get their 
children baptized, At every accession of 
anew Pope they bad to pay humage in 
rich presents aud tribute money. [ow- 
ever, in spite of all these oppre: 
have no account but oue of a Ji 

ublicly shown his resents 

Pope, who embittered them by a barbarous 
yoke, aud they never took a cullective part 
in the many revolts and disturbances which 
arose in Kome, ‘The occurrence I allude 
to happened on the death of Pope Paul 
IV, on which occasion a Jew dared to walk 
up to the Capitol, and taking off his yellow 
cap, placed it auidst yells of laughter on 
the head of the statue of Paul, which was 
then thrown to the ground and broken into 
pieces. 

‘The actual Ghetto consists of the Via 
Fiumara and Via Rua and other adjacent 
warrow streets, in which swarm a dark, 


























































sallow-complexioned population of aboutaix 
thousand people, living in diety, filthy dens 
here the malaria fever aud damp left by the 
frequent inundations of the Tiber, and the 
complete want of a well regulated system of 
drainage, caused a large amouut of mortal- 
ity and a permanent danger to the health 
iness of the city. In the Via Fiumar 
which means a mighty mass of overflowed 
water, ao called ou account of the frequent 
floods of the Tiber—were to be found the 
poorest dwellings and the smallest aud fil- 
thiest shops of the Jews’ quarter. ‘There, 
in the middle of the street, the buying 
and selling of old clothes and rags 
was always going on, Higher up, in Via 
Rua, the West Eud of the Ghetto, the 
richest inhabitants dwell. Here the house 
have a better appearance. At some wi 
dows  bright-coloured flower, or a bit 
of crimaon curtain, is seei shops are 
fiver, aud the matorial sold in them of a 
costlier kind ; but here, as in Vi 

the street is full of women busily pl 
their needles aud calling on every stranger 
to buy something, Further up are the 
Synagogue, the Hebrew University, and a 
Hebrew Orphanage; two Iustitutious, the 
latter under the patrouage of the gracious 
Queen Margherita, which have risen 
and been improved since the Italian oceu- 
pation of Rome. Outsi he Ghetto there 
fee two howaan f the medieval 
Romau history, the ancient house of Cola 
da Rienzo, and the gloomy old palace of 
the Couci family, which shared with the 
Ghetto its filth and obnoxious amells, while 
the strange population it sheltered was oue 
of the moat peculiar and interesting sights 
of the Eterval City.

Me. Grimmer, proprietor of the “ Shan 
hai Commercial and Family House,” fori 
ly known as the ‘Temperance Hall, w 
summoned to H.B.M.’s Civil Summary 
Court yesterday to answer a claim of $8 
for wages brought azainst him by a Chinese 
cook lately in his employ. Mr, Grimmer 
said he had engaged the man as cook ata 
salary of $20 a month; but the fellow had 
proved incompetent, aud he had had to 
employ others to do the work. In addition 
to this, he had had good reason to believe 
that the man was systematically robbing 
liim, aud ultimately the cook was caught 
going out of the premises with a quantity 
of provisions concealed in his sleeves 
and pockets. Mr. Grimmer handed to 
Mr. Jamieson a newspaper report of the 
prosecution of the cook at the Mixed Court 
on this charge ; but his Honour said he 
ot take that report as evidence ; 
x he uoticed from it that the case 
jased. Mr. Grimmer said that was 
simply because it was impossible to get 
any’ satisfaction at the Mixed Court. He 
had another case in which a servant had 
owned to stealing three watches from board- 
ers in the hotel ; but even then he could not 
get the man ptuished. His Honour con-

Mr. Grimmer went iuto the witnest 
said that while the plaintiff was in ly 
employ the large increase. inthe market 
account led him to believe that the man 
was stealing provisions ; but for a, long 
time he could not catch him at it. Ab 
length one day, a Mr. Darnell brought the 
cook into his (Xr. Grimmer’s) ofice, hav- 
ing just caught him going out of the pre- 
with something concealed about him, 
On the cook being searched, a piece. of 
sirloin of beef, weighing ten or twelve 
pounds, was found in his wide sleeve ; 
while in his pockets aud elsewhere inside 
his clothes were « loaf aud a half 
of bread, four eggs, about two pounds 
of bacon, aud a meat turnover. Since the 
plaintiff had left his employ, there had 
been a saving in the market account of 
over $22 in thirteon days, Mr, Darnell 
was then called, and corroborated thi 
evidence. He said the couk’s excuse was 
that he was taking the things to the larder ; 
but the man was a loug way past the larder, 
near the gate leading into Nanking Road, 
when captuesd, Mr, Jamieson asked how 
it was possible for the plaintiff to conceal 
so large a piece of beef in his sleeve, and Mr, 
aid the Mixed Court Magistrate had 
ie question ; Mr, Grimmer 
the beef in the cook’s slee 
Court to show how it was done, In answer 
to this evidence, the plaintiff again declared

Two sailors belonging to the a.8. Victoria 
were brought up at the Police Quurt 
yesterday charged with being drunk aud 
assnulting a Frouch police constable. The 
constable said men, who were 
drunk, assaulting jinriosha and wheelbarrow 
men. He tried to get them to desist, but 
without avail, Ho arrested one, and the 
other tried to rescue his friend ; but with 
tho assistauce of auotiiur constable hie took 
both of them to the police station. On the 
way there the constable found that his 
watch-chain was broken and hanging down, 
the watch being gone. When the men 
were avarched at the police station; the 
watch, cousiderably damaged, was found 
on one of them, while a jade ornament 
which had been attached to the watch. 
was missing. Mr. Jamioson fined 
man §5 and the other $2, aud ordered 
them to pay between them the cost of 
repairing the constable’s watch aud cl 
together with six dollars for th 
ornament. 






























SUICIDE OF MR. BROWNLOW AT NEWCHWANG, 

‘Tho inquest on the body of the late Mr, 
M. F. Brownlow, of LM. Custome Seri 
commienced at 4'p.m. on 10th inst. ‘Tho 
enquiry was conducted by Mr, H. J. Allen, 
H.B.M.’s Consul, acting as Coroner, and 
fore a jury consisting of Messrs, Bau 
diuel, H.E, ‘Bush and Davies. After the. 
jury had viewed the body the first. witness 
calied was Dr. Morrison, who stated that, 
he found the deceased’ still warm; but 
that lite was extinct. Qu examiuation 
founda hole in the posterior part of. the, 
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palate near the middle line, aud which 

ered to an opening likely to have been 
made by a bullet from a pistol—the bullet 
hiad passed from there out on the crown 
of the head making a wound of about one 
i length. ‘Tho wound, in the Doctor’ 
opinion, corresponded with the hoie in t 
palate, aud was caused by the exit of a 
pistol bullet—found the mouth blackened 
with smoke from the discharge of a pistol, 
In the Doctor's opinion, death was caused 
by ® pistol bullot passing through the 
structures between the two openings de- 
scribed, and that the pistol was discharged 
by decensed’s own hand. ‘The wound must 
necessarily have been mortal, aud he believed
